Bodies of the three were among 
13 dead Europeans found In and 
near Alslors. Ten of the bodies- 
some mutilated as if by torture- 
have not been Identified. Twi 
European farmers living near Al 
Biers were kidnaped today. 

For the seventh time In'.slx 
days a loud explosion scattered 
Europeans lined up In front of 
the Bab el Oued police station 
applying for permission to leave 
the country.

5 GIs Killed 
As Ft. Hood 
Tank Burns 

FT. HOOD. Tei:,, May 22 (LTO— 
The five trapped soldiers 
had a chance. They were baked 
alive when their tank tumbled 
down a 30-foot embankment Into 
a shallow creek, toppled onto Its 
top and burst Into flame. 

Within a matter of seconds 
yesterday the MIS medium tank, 
sometimes called a 'steel coffin" 
by the Infantry, glowed red hot. 
The escape hatch was Jammed 
shut. The turret was burled In 
mud. There was not way for 
the men Inside to let out. 

The victims Included Second 
Lieut. David C. Thayer, 33, whose 
wife Uvea In Kllleen. Tra., and 
whose mother lives In Columbus. 
Ga.; Sgt. Roger D, Swanson, 35, 
■Brootenj-Mlnnii-PvL-Davld-H: 
Miles. 33. Dayton, O.: Spec. 
Robert - D.-arnhnmr"3irmni. 
dclphla, and Pfc. Thomas 
Lochrane. 34, Youngstown, ( 

The nocldent was the second In 
five months at Ft. Hood Involving 
a tank. Last January, a tank 
collided with a truck loaded with 
soldiers. Eight soldiers 
fatally burned and several others 
Injured In the explosion that 
followed. 

Lieut. Col. E. II. Kyle, public 
Information officer said: 

"The tank was on a routine 
training mission. It was one of 
five operating as a platoon In 
a field tacUeal probli 
tanks were operating on familiar 
ground." 

The training maneuver called 
for the tank, to be under simu- 
lated artillery fire. So It hnd 
"buttoned down"- — closed Its' 
hatch. The- tnnlt. driver is able 
to look out of the tank by means 
of a small tilt or through a peri- 
scope.

Some of the "conspirators re- 
mained at large, however, and 
police pressed a search for them 
In France and Algeria. 
Police pictured the suspects as 
desperate band of killers In- 
tent on removing France's strong- 
willed leader and plunging the 
nation Into chaos In an effort to 
block Algerian Independence.

National 'Salvation Army week is be- 
■ Inff observed throughout the nnti'on and 
-~JiLJwitL^Ea]la_th te.SaIvatlon Army haa 
launched a campaign that will determme 
if the local program will continue. The 
Idea of the helping hand has been the 
theme of the Salvation Army- since it 
waa organized in London in 18(35; Nearly 
everyone, ia familiar with the aort of 
help offered by the Army with no strings 
attached. 

Active service .and the helping hand 
are used by the Salvation Army to apply 
Christianity. Units all over {he world 
feed and clothe tranaienta and society's 
flotaom, care for unwed mothers who 
usually arc rejected by all others, counsel 
and bbIvbrc broken families and help 
March fo*r loved unes, 

In Twin Falla, the local corps haa com- 
piled an Impressive record without a lot 
ot fan/are. Lnut year, the corps gave 
unmarried mothers and their infanta a 
total of S6.812 of care at Booth Memo- 
rial hospital in Boise, some {2,200 more 
than contributed during the year. 

But that was only the beginning, for 
some 1,889 transients were fed 6,871 
free meals and given 2,897 nights of free 

lodging.- Other-worJf -of-the-helpiiigJinjid- 

included giving away 1,010 articles of 
free clothing and helping 602 individuals 
In other ways. 

AH of these accomplishments came in 
spite of a slfm budget necessitated be- 
cause of the lack of contributions. Now 
the Salvation Army, which has extended 
the helping hand to so many, needs a 
helping hand in return. The Army's 
campaign for funda haa a goal of ?10.12B 
to keep the corps in Twin Falls. That 
sum might seem quite high, but look at 
It In the light of the coBt to other organ- 
izations If the Salvation Army ends its 
work here. 

In the absence of the corps, who would 
care for the unwed mothers and their 
Infants and how much would it cost? 
Who would feed the transients, thus 
keeping them from preying on residents, 
when they became desperate?

In spite of repeated pleas and warn- 

- Inge, Magic Valley residents persist in 
dumping their trash, refuse and garbage 
on public land where it creates an eye- 
sore. The worst part of such indiscrlm- 
imtit damping Is that when one little 
load of trash haa been dumped) It imrae- 

, diately serves as, an Invitation to others; 
In short order, the site becomes a full- 
fledged dump being used by everyone 
who finds ft handy. The end result is a 
giant eyesore that cannot be removed 
without a good deal of time and effort. 
For these reason's, the bureau of land 

_ management has found it necessary to 
warn Magic Valley residents that'scverc" 
steps will be taken against those who 
violate the law by leaving girbage and 
trash, on public land. The problem has 
become so bad that the bureau has even 
threatened to publicize the names of vio- 
lators and prosecute them to the full 
extent of the law. Hardly anyone could 
be expected to relish such publicity. 

Bureau of land management personnel 
have tracked down violators to outline 
laws against such indiscriminate-dump- 
ing and order them to remove their trash 
from public lands.
